ffhe Gradual Estrangement Between th» 


Natives and the English, 


The account given me by the oldest 


and best informed of my native ac- 
quaintance (and I nm not talking here 
of Bengali demagogues, but ot men 
holding it may be or who have held 
high office under Government and de- 
servedly trusted by it) of the gradual 
estrangement which has come about 
within their recollection between them- 
selves and th* English in India, is most 
instructive. In the days, they say, of 
their youth, thirty and forty years ago, 
though there were always among the 
company's officers men who from their 
abuse of power were disliked and justly 
feared, the general feeling of the na- 
tives toward the English civilian was 
one of respect and even of afi'eetion 
The Indian character is affectionate, 
enthusiastic, 
and inclined to hero 


worship; and the English m early days, 
from their superior knowledge and 
strength of character, exercisud no 
little fascination on the native mind 
Nearly all of the older men talk with 
reverence and esteem of certain teach- 
ers who instructed them in youth, and 
of certain early patrons to whom they 
owed their SUCCESS m after life; and 
they willingly acknowledge the influ- 
ence exercised over themselves and 
their generation by such individual ex- 
ample 
The 
English 
official 
of 


that day, they affirm, had more power 
than now, but be exercised it with a 
greater sense of responsibility, and so 
of honor m its discharge 
He took 


pains to know the people, and, in fact, 
he knew them well. Except m the 
very highest ranks of the service he 
was readily accessible. He lived to a 
great extent among the people and ac- 
cording to the customs of the people. 
He did not disdain to make friends 
with those of the better class, and oc- 
casionally he married among them, or 
at least contracted aemi-matrimonial 
relations with the women of the land. 
This may have had its ill consequences 
in other ways, but it broke down the 
hedge of caste prejudice between East 
and West, and gave the official a per- 
sonal interest m the people, which no 
mere senie of duty, however elevated, 
coul J supply. The Englishman of that 
day looked upon India not unfrequently 
as his second home, and taking the evil 
with the good, treated it as such. 
England could only be reached bv the 
Cape route 
Traveling was tedious 


and expensive, the mails few and far 
between, and many a retired officer had 
at the end of his service become so 
wedded to the land of his adoption 
that he ended his days in it in prefer- 
ence to embarking on a new expatria- 
tion. It is easy to understand from 
thU that the Anglo-Indian official of the 
company's days loved India m a way 
no Queen's official dreams of doing 
now. 
Also that, loving it, he served 


it better than now, and was better 
loved in return.—Fortmqlitli/ fieview.

How to Maka Tany, Caramels, Peanut 


Candy and Butter-Seotch. 


Here are some receipts for making 


candies at homo which are easy of 
execution: 


For peanut candy half as much stigar 


as glucose must be used, and as much 
or more weight in peanuts as tho sugar. 
In fuct, tho peanuts must be stirred 
into tho sjrup just as thick as possible. 
Let the syrup coma to a boil, throw m 
the nuts, and stir constantly until the 
sjrup "hairs" when it dropa fiom the 
spoon. Then pour it on a slab. That 
which is to be out up m birs is marked 
while soft. Almond and filbert bars are 
made in the same way. Cocoanut 
candy n softer. 
The best cocoanut 


dimly Is that made with some maplo 
syrup in it. 


A good proportion for making cara- 


mels is one gallon of cream, live 
pounds ol glucose, two pounds of sugar, 
using such flavoring as desired. Throe- 
quarters of an hour is long enough time 
to cook caramels. 
\Vhen done the 


svrup should be poured on a slab and 
m irked. 
MoUsses taffy is made by using three 


pounds of glucose to live of sugar and 
one quart of molasses. There is* no 
candy more difficult for a novice to 
make than molasses taffy 
It must 


neither be cooked too fast nor too slow, 
too much nor too little. 


Equal portions of moltisse-5 and sugar 


should bo used. To two teaoupfuK of 
each, for instance, put m about a tea- 
spoouful of butter and three table- 
bpoonfuls of vinegar. 
When it is 


ready to remove from the fire add 
about a half teaspoonful of baking 
soda, and immediately ponr into a but- 
tered pan. 
When cool enough to 


handle, knead it, just like bread, sprink- 
ling lemon extract over it, and then 
pull it, well, till yjju grow tired—on 
any convenient hook.

He contended that neither honor 
p.or public policy justified Congress In 
glrlug the trade dollar any preference 
over silver bullion purchased In the open 
market. It was the people of the Fa- 
clllc States alone who had demanded the 
trade dollar as a convenient form of put- 
ting their bullion l«to shape for exporta- 
tion.

successor. The district is strongly Re- 
publican, giving a plurality ot 2,820 in 
1882, but the contest there will be a hot 
one aa so much depends on the result. 


A successor to Representative Logan 


will be elected at the earliest date con- 
sistent with the law, and this will be the 
21st of March. At first it was thought 
by some that the Governor could issue 
the warrant for a special election for 
an earlier date, but upon examination it 
was found that the statute would not per- 
mit of this. But all the necessary steps 
were taken promptly. As soon as Repre- 
sentative Logan's death became known 
Secretary of State Dement telegraphed 
to the county clerk of Whiteside county, 
at Morrison. The county clerk at once 
telegraphed back to Qov. Oglesby the 
necessary legal notice ot Representative 
Logan's death and the vacancy which ex- 
ists in the representation of the Nine- 
teenth District in the Legislature. On 
receipt of this telegram Governor Ogeuby 
held a consultation with Attorney Gen- 
eral Hunt, Secretary Dement, and several 
of the Republican Senators and House 
members. Attorney General Hunt, after 
a thorough examination of the law on 
special elections, said he was satisfied 
there was no way in which the twenty 
days' notice required by the statute could 
be set aside, Others present concurred in 
this view, and there was no dissent from 
the opinion that the law was imperative. 
Accordingly warrants were drawn up to 
be sent to the Governor directing the 
County Clerks of the Counties of White- 
side and Lee, which compose the Nine- 
teenth district to issue writs for the special 
election to be held March 21. This gives 
a day or two more than was necessary, 
but it brings the election Saturday, and 
thia was considered advisable. The war- 
rants will be sent to-day bj a special 
mesxenger. 
Besides telegraphing the 


official notification of Represent ative 
Logan's death to Gov. Oglesby the County 
Clerk of Whiteside made out a written 
one and dispatched it by a messenger 
who will be here to-day. 
This will 
leave no room whatever to question the 
regularity of the call for the special 
election, and Gov. Oglesby has kept thia 
point in view in every step he has taken.
